The. cloud of violent death which 
darkened Labor Day celebrations 
throughout the nation, today had 
pas.sed over without casting a sin¬ 
gle shadow of gloom on Orange 
county. 

Statisticians, meanwhile, com¬ 
pleted the grisly tabulation of 51 
dead from accidents or drowning 
in other parts of the state—Cali¬ 
fornia’s contribution to the coun¬ 
try’s holiday death toll of at least 
428 persons. 

As the nation’s deaths from 
traffic accidents pa.ssed the 300 
mark, guardians of Orange coun¬ 
ty’s public .safety today were com¬ 
piling this district’s toll in terms 
of injuries and property damage.

The Injury total here had 
reached 32 after California high- 
I way patrolmen and various police 
' officers had recorded 16 crashes 
in various parts of the county, 
i There were no drownings, al- 
though thousands of pleasure- 
seekers dotted the county’s 
beaches.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (.P)—News 
that the sun is a "Dwarf Star” 
and distinctly under par from a 
standpoint of brilliance brought 
small comfort today to burned 
sunbathers—but set the astronom¬ 
ical world agog. 

Research by the Harvard observ¬ 
atory has disclosed that the sun 
is, relatively speaking, a weakling, 
giving only seven-tenths the brilli¬ 
ance of other stars of its type. 

These findings, reported by Dr. 
William A. Calder, re - arrange 
many astronomical standards, 
since the luminosity of the sun is 
a measuring stick for brightness 
and luminosity of heavenly bodies.

Chinese Defenders 
Stave Off New Drives 

SHANGHAI (Wednesday). (JP) 
The Japanese army today seized 
the huge American Seventh Day 
Adventist mission property in the 
Yangtzepoo district, north of 
Shanghai, for military purposes. 

The property was confiscated 
despite the protests of its own¬ 
ers and the fact that the mis¬ 
sion flew many United States 
flags to identify it as American 
property. 

Japanese warships were scat¬ 
tered down the 'Whangpoo all the 
way from Shanghai to Woosung. 
about 10 miles north of the city. 

They renewed their heavy gun 
bombardment of Chapei, Kiang- 
wan and other Chinese concen¬ 
trations in an effort to crack Chi- 
ne.se resistance and pave the way 
for a Japanese offensive inland. 

Roaring flames across all north¬ 
western Shanghai lighted the 
path tonight of a fierce Japanese 
effort to batter down the Chinese 
resistance that has brought their 
Shanghai offensive to a stand¬ 
still. 

CHINA LINES HOLD 

Naval and heavy artillery guns 
roared in the Yangtzepoo district, 
laying down blankets of shell fire 
in advance of tre. lendous Japa¬ 
nese sunset attacks on the (Chi¬ 
nese front lines. 

Fires spread across the whole 
area. TTie Commercial Press 
building, rebuilt after the 1932 
Sino-Japanese hostilities, was re¬ 
duced to ashes again after it was 
struck by tiuree Japanese bombs. 

With the peril to American and 
other foreign residents drawing 
steadily closer from the fighting 
ringing the international settle¬ 
ment, the American Chamber of 


Five warlike European countries were snarling at each 
other’s throats today in a Communist-Fascist division grow¬ 
ing out of unexplained attacks on Mediterranean shipping 
by a “pirate” submarine. 

The European powder-keg seemed destined to explode 
following years of war-preparation. Major developments 
late today were: 

1. Russia blamed Italy for the submarine attacks and 
threatened “terrible consequences.” 

2. Italy, upset after Russia had protested Italian in¬ 
clusion in a conference concerning the attacks, threatened 
a diplomatic break. 

3. Adolf Hitler declared that Germany would side with 
Italy and Japan in a “defensive” struggle against Com¬ 
munism. 

4. Russia’s sudden protest irked French, with a threat¬ 
ened rift in Franco-Soviet relations. 

5. Britain and France resolved to hold their “anti- 
piracy” conference and depend on own fleets, no matter 
what other powers do. 


Fascist Threat 
Follows Sub 
Protests 

MOSCOW. (Ab — Soviet press 
outlets warned bluntly today that 
Italian “Fascist aggressors” have 
t)egun a game in the Mediterra¬ 
nean “which may have terrible 
consequences.” 

Russia, which has protested di¬ 
rectly to Italy against the sinking 
of Soviet freighters by "Italian” 
submarines, was represented, how¬ 
ever, as viewing these "aggres¬ 
sors” with "cool contempt.” 

It is awaiting action from an 
"anti-piracy” conference of Medi¬ 
terranean powers in Switzerland 
Friday, the official Communist 
newspaper, Pravda, explained. 

Said Pravda: 

"The Soviet Union, conscious of 


its strength, can sneer with cool

ft r , adventurers, who are los¬ 

ing their heads.” 

Pravda added its opinion that 
the conference "doubtless would 
establish the danger to navigation 
created by the aggressive activi¬ 
ties of the Fascist war fleet.” 

“The Fascist aggressors must be 
made to understand they have be¬ 
gun a game which may have ter¬ 
rible consequences,” the paper as¬ 
serted.

Supervisors balked today at re¬ 
leasing liens and mortgages on re¬ 
life client - owned property, al¬ 
though Attorney General U. S.

HYDE PARK, N. Y. (AD— The 
resignation of Edward F. McGrady 
as assistant secretary of labor was 
announced today at the summer 
White House.

Italy May Attend 
Parley Despite 
Russ Protest 

ROME. (A*)—Italy, accused by 
Soviet Russia of Mediterranean 
piracy, may attend a conference 
on the question in Switzerland Fri¬ 
day rather than “satisfy” Russia 
by staying away. 

Political and diplomatic sources 
said tonight that this course might 
be followed because fascists be¬ 
lieve the Soviet accusation and 
protest—angrily rejected by Rome 
—was a maneuver to get Italy in 
bad with Great Britain, France 
and other powers which are to be 
represented. 

The Fascists believe Russia 
would like to see Italy stay away 
from Nyon so the conference could 
be made a tribunal of anti-Italian 
accusation. 

FASCISTS UPSET 

Italian acceptance of the Anglo- 
French Invitation to the confer¬ 
ence, however, might be made con¬ 
ditional upon limitation of the dis¬ 
cussions to Mediterranean powers. 
That would exclude Russia, which 
has been invited. 

The Fascist press breathed fire 
this afternoon, but did not exclude 
the possibility of Italy’s entrance 
Into the conference. 

■Virginio Gayda, sometimes Mus¬ 
solini’s mouthpiece, said it was 
“evident” the Soviet demarche cre¬ 
ated a situation in Europe in which 
Italy and Germany, her ally, would 
not be responsible for “conse¬ 
quences.” 

La Tribuna, however, intimated 
Italy would have someone on hand 
at Nyon to answer any new Soviet 
accusations. 

BREAK EXPECTED 

Reports of a new note from Mos¬ 
cow were denied. Flimsy Italo- 
Russian diplomatic relations hung 
by a slender thread today as a re¬ 
sult of the presentation and imme¬ 
diate rejection of a Russian de¬ 
mand for redress for the sinking 
of two vessels in guerilla subma¬ 
rine warfare,

HITLER SIDES 
WITH ITALY 

NURNBERG, Germany. (A>) — 
Adolf Hitler stressed Nazi Ger¬ 
many’s soldarity with both Japan 
and Italy today—against “com¬ 
munist confusion” In East and 
West. 

His annual proclamation, read to 
the Nazi confress by Adolf Wag¬ 
ner, Bavarian Nazi leader, also 
made an emphatic reiteration of 
Germany’s demand for return of 
her war-lost colonies, and called 
the attitude of other powers to¬ 
ward this demand “incomprehensi¬ 
ble.” 

Both the Japanese and Italian 
ambassadors were in the crowd of 
46,000 which heard Hitler’s state¬ 
ment that Germany would stand 
by both Japan and Italy in a “de¬ 
fensive” fight against communism 

Der Fuehrer listened to his own 
keynote speech from a platform 
seat. Several hundred party blue- 
bloods flanked him. 

Hitler made it plain that Ger¬ 
many’s anti-comintern agreement 
with Japan served the same pur¬ 
pose as the Italo-German “com- 
minity of interests.” 

Italy, Japan and Germany are 
bound together in a community of 
Interest, he said, for all three are 
committed to “a defense of world 
civilization against attacks which 
break out today in Spain; tomor¬ 
row In the Orient; perhaps the day 
after tomorrow, somewliere else.”

Such the picture of horror pre¬ 
sented in the bloody Spanish civil 
war, contained in a letter relayed 
to Paul Veley, 206 East Eighth; 
street, Santa Ana, from Los An- ; 
geles friends of Henry Felton, ; 
Santa Monica youth who now is 
fighting in the war. 

Felton, frankly a radical, wa.s in 
Orange county last year when the 
citrus pickers staged a strike. 
Veley had business dealings with j 
Felton, who was connected with 
the International Labor Defense, 
radical lawyers. The letter, sent 
to Felton’s girl friend, called only 
“LaRue,” gave a vivid picture of

Other steels were weak, along 
with motors, coppers, rails, oils, 
farm implements, rubbers, mail 
orders and specialties.

Cory Gives Advice 
On Efficiency 

When ail angles of the industry 
are considered, it would appear as 
though there would be a more 
favorable relationship between 
commodities purchased and dairy 
products sold in the next year than 
have existed In the immediate 
past, according to W. M. Cory, 
^.ssi.stant farm advisor. Under 
uich circumstances, the wise 
lairyman will endeavor to place 
nis operations on the best possible 
inancial basis. 

What can the dairyman do to 
place his operations on a finer 
basis? (1) Carry on a .sound 
health program in the herd. This 
would necessarily involve main¬ 
taining the herd free from all in¬ 
fectious diseases. Remove .su.s- 
picious animals that may be pres¬ 
ent in the herd, and use every pre¬ 
caution to be sure of replacing 
with healthy animals 
( HECK ON PROFIT 

(2) Continue or begin te.sting 
the herd monthly for butterfat pro¬ 
duction if the herd has not been 
tested previously. This will enable 
the owner to determine which 
animals are being kept at a profit. 

(3) U.se records so obtained in 
the selection of foundation animals 
for the herd. Foundation animals 
would include dams from whicii 
heifers would be .saved for re¬ 
placement purpo.ses and herd sire.s 
selected. Records should also be 
-i.c-h as would show what influence 
'he herd sire might have on his 
daughters. The production of his 
daughters might .show an increase 
m production over their dam.s or 
It might be a decrease.

HITLER EDICT 

Fuehrer Hitler had virtually 
ordered all fraternal and service 
clubs to disband more than a week 
ago. it was recalled, but none of 
them had agreed to do so until the 
Rotarians made their move. 

"There's no point in the Rotary 
club's existence if it can't be free 
to preach the gospel of good will 
among all nations." declared Col. 
S. H. icinley, Santa Ana delegate 
to the Rotary International con¬ 
vention in Nice, France, last June. 

Col. Finley believes any prote.st 
from the Rotary organization in 
this country would do more harm 
than good. "The German clubs 
took the only sensible attitude 
when they voted to disband," he 
told The Journal. "They would be 
needlessly persecuted if they eon- 
tinued to function in defiance to 
Hitler.” 

PO.SSIBI.E CAUSE 

"The Frenchman who was elect¬ 
ed president of Rotary Interna¬ 
tional this year was nominated by 
a German delegate,” Col. Finley 
■said. "This feeling of good will 
toward foreign nations prompted 
by the Rotary principles may have 
been the rea.son for Hitler's at¬ 
titude toward the organization.” 

Officially, the Santa Ana Ro¬ 
tary club has not been informed 
of the German clubs' action, and 
declines to acknowledge the dis-

That the international service 
organization should not take action 
on the German .situation ^as the 
opinion of Ralph Smedley, Y. M.

"Circumstances like this lead 
me to be more appreciative of the 
privilege of self-determination and 
some degrree of individualism that 
we enjoy in the United States," 
he .said. 

"The spirit of an organization 
like Rotary apparently is beyond 
the understanding of political dic¬ 
tators who have difficulty be¬ 
lieving in any such sincere, un¬ 
selfish motives as international 
good will," he added. 

SEOW TO CRITICIZE 

Lester J. Fountain, Fox We.st 
Coast theaters manager, added a 
tone of "It's their business; let 
them manage it." 

"We’d better wipe our own noses 
and clean up our own social and 
economic me.sses before we criti¬ 
cize other countries,” he said. "I 
refuse to criticize another country 
unless I see its problems with my 
own eyes. 

"The ideals and aims of Rotary 
are high and commendable. But 
from this distance we have no 
means of knowing whether .sub¬ 
versive forces may have muscled 
in on Rotary there to u.se it for 
undesirable ends.

Banker Tells Of 
Need for Thrift 


Popular misinterpretations of 
social security and similar protec¬ 
tive legislation make necessary 
the eneouragement of thrift, par¬ 
ticularly through modernized sav¬ 
ings and loan as.sociations. Dr. 
Henry E. Hoagland, a member of 
the Federal Home Loan bank 
board, urged in a statement this 
week to .savings and loan execu¬ 
tives. 

"The continued growth of our 
.social and economical institutions 
requires that we maintain thrift 
as one of our economic outstanding 
virtues and u.se every reasonable 
means to protect the fruits of 
thrifty habits," he said. 

"At best, workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion laws, sickne.ss and unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, and old age pen¬ 
sions are intended to provide only 
minimum subsistence and protec¬ 
tion to the beneficiaries of such 
progiams. 

“Even should all of the.se pro¬ 
grams be made completely effec¬ 
tive, the combined benefits would 
be insufficient to meet the needs 
of self-reliant Americans who are 
able by their own thrifty habits to 
make more ample provisions for 
themselves.” 

As an agency for stimulating the 
actual practice of thrift. Dr. Hoag¬ 
land characterized the up-to-date 
savings and loan association as an 
institute that provides "a high de¬ 
gree of safety, rea.sonable liquidity, 
and a fair return." This applies, he 
said, to "the investor who either 
has a lump sum for immediate in¬ 
vestment or who plans to accumu¬ 
late investment funds through the 
prooe.ss of regular saving." 

In addition, he said, "Modernized 
savings and loan associations are 
meeting the needs of borrowers in 
other directions, including reason¬ 
able interest rate.s, a fair ratio of 
the amount of the loan to the ap¬ 
praised value of the property se¬ 
curing it, repayment provisions 
that are consistent with the bor¬ 
rower’s income, and a clearly 
understood, simple contract about 
whose terms there can be no 
doubt.”

I 
granulated sugar, 1 box powdered 
fruit pectin. 

To prepare fruit, .slip skins from 
about 3 pounds fully ripe grapes.

Grape juice should be stored in 
bottles and jars that are scaled 
tightly. It should be kept in a 
dark, dry place and used up soon 
after it is opened, since it is like¬ 
ly to mold or t\irn .sour if it 
■stanils. 

When making grape jelly, you 
should use some that are not yet 
ripe, since there is more pectin— 
that natural jelly-making proper¬ 
ty found in fruits and berries—in 
the partly-ripe grape. One-third 
unripe grapes to two-thirds ripe 
ones is a good proportion. 

To make a clear jelly the juice 
should be allowed to drip freely 
don't .squeeze the jelly bag.

Steaks, Chops Cheaper 
Says Government 

WASHINGTON. (JP) — House¬ 
wives who have been howling 
about the high cost of meat had 
the word of government experts 
today that prices had reached a 
peak and declines would follow 
shortly. 

Charts on retail meat prices at 
the Bureau of Agricultural Eco¬ 
nomics showed they had touched 
seven year highs recently—especi¬ 
ally for tender, juicy steaks and 
savory pork chops. 

The economists said high prices 
were caused by droughts and bus¬ 
iness recovery. 

The decline will come, the econ¬ 
omists predicted, as a result of 
larger crops and protests by the 
public over high costs. 

They said meat prices usually 
are highest about this time of year 
and gradually taper off till early 
spring when they turn upward. 

The American Federation of 
Labor, stating living costs in July 
were 4.3 per cent higher than 
during the same month last year, 
declared workers will be forced to 
a lower living standard this fall 
unless their pay checks are at 
least five per cent larger than in 
1936. 

"Present buying power,” the 
federation said, “is not enough to 
give industry the Impetus it needs 
for a steady upward pull in the 
next 112 months. This fall is the 
logical time for a further increase 
in wages.”

Wind Cause Of 
Chilly Swimming 


A rea,son why the ocean water 
at .some of the California beaches 
is quite coid, while at other beaches 
it is comparatively warm, is ad¬ 
vanced by Dr. H. U. Sverdrup, 
tlirector of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia's Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography. In some places the 
action of prevailing winds car¬ 
ries the warm lop layer of water 
away from the coast, allowing the 
colder water beneath to up-well, 
or come to the surface, and this 
is brought onto the beach by tide- 
action before the sun rays have 
had a chance to warm it. 

"A typical area of upwelling is 
found near .San Francisco where 
the low temperature of the up- 
welling water is responsible for 
the cold summers and the prevail¬ 
ing fog of the San Francisco re¬ 
gion. ” stated Dr. Sverdrup. He 
states that the flow of the ocean 
currents is quite complicated, and 
a .study of currents is now being 
made by the Scripps institution 
in cooperation with the California 
State Fi.sh and Game commission. 


WASHINGTON. (A>) — Treasury 
authorities estimated today that 
income tax collections this month 
will total $.500,000,000- the larg¬ 
est September collections since 
1929 and about $140,000,000 over 
September a year ago. 

Income taxes may be paid in 
four installments—on the 15th of 
March, June, September and De¬ 
cember. Many corporations and 
wealthy individuals take advant¬ 
age of this provision and save in¬ 
terest on their money. 

Officials said their estimate for 
this month was based on collec¬ 
tion trends established since the 
1936 revenue act went into effect. 
This law increased levies on up¬ 
per bracket individual incomes and 
imposed the controversial tax on 
undistributed corporate profits.

In these days of upheaval and 
high cost of living, we are all glad 
to hear some news that tends to 
relieve the pocket book. The De¬ 
partment of Agriculture has ju.st 
issued a pamphlet which should 
gladden the hearts of all true 
Americans. This publiration re¬ 
veals that many of the things said 
about the potato are totally un¬ 
true. That the potato’s reputation 
as a fattening food is not justified; 
that it is no more a fat producer 
than many other common foods. 
Moreover it states that there A^ill 
he a surplus of potatoes and that 
the price will be cheap. 

This surely will be good news 
to many of us, who have been 
forced to realize that it costs real 
money to feed a family these days. 

The pamphlet states that 78 
per cent of the potato is water 
and only eleven to twenty per 
cent is starch. One medium-sized 
potato contains 100 calories, but 
so does one apple, one good-sized 
orange, one medium baking pow- 
«ler biscuit or a tablespoon and a 
half of French salad dre.ssing. 

Since about 3000 calories Is 
(supposed to be the daily average 
needed for an active adult man, 
an average-sizeft potato a day 
rould hardly be expected to make 
him fat, or increa.se his waist 
measure to an alarming extent. 

This settles the old question of 
potatoes being fattening and 
.«hunned by all who wi.sh to retain 
youthful proportions. 

There are more way.s to spoil a 
potato in cooking than can happen 
to any other one common foorl. 
They can be burned, scorched, 
water soaked, dried, left lumpy 
and discolored. There arc many 
other ways to render this succu¬ 
lent morsel disagreeable wdthout, 
lalf trying.

Of course, 
if you have freshly made soup 
stock this may be used, but the 
canned soups are convenient and 
should be kept on hand at all 
times. 

GLAZING 

Have you tried "glazing” with 
bouUlon and sugar? Carrots, on¬ 
ions and turnips are delicious this 
way. The vegetables may be par¬ 
boiled until partly done in salted 
water then drained and arranged 
in a casserole, sprinkled with sugar 
and moistened with canned chicken 
broth or bouillon. Bake until the 
vegetables are glazed with clear | 
syrup.

NELLIE TAYLOE ROSS . . . 

Although on November 4, 1924, 
Texas as well as Wyoming elected 
a woman governor, the inaugura¬ 
tion of Wyoming's governor took 
place several weeks before the 
Texas governor received her oath 
of office. .Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, 
the Wyoming governor-elect, thus 
became the first woman in Ameri¬ 
can history to become a governor 
of a state. Since then she has run 
up unite a string of “firsts.” 

In 193.S Airs. Ross became the 
first woman to attain the post of 
Director of the U. S. Mint, a posi¬ 
tion which she still holds today. 
Through this post she also became 
the first woman to have a medal 
struck in her honor by the, U. S. 
Allot. It Is customary for tho 
Mint to make a medal of each 
President, .Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury, and Director of the .Mint. 
.Mrs. Ross is the first woman to 
have her name inscribed on the 
cornerstone of a Federal building.

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Civil Service? Certainly Yes! 

Talk to almost any member of the police or fire force 
and the chances are he’ll tell you that employes of the 
two departments here want civil service because it will 
make them happier and safer on the job. 

“Why should I put in years of faithful and diligent 
service and then get thrown out and a greenhorn appointed 
because some councilman or chief doesn’t like the way I 
voted at the last election?’’ one of them asked us. 

“There’s no incentive to study and work hard when I 
know that efficiency isn’t as important on this job as 
belonging to the right political gang or knowing the right 
people.” 

That’s a big mouthful for any police or fireman to say. 

It’s one that should mean something, however, to 
taxpayers who want the most for their money. 

Because, as every successful employer knows, the way 
to get best results is to hire good men, keep them happy 
and keep them working. 

If civil service will make our police and firemen better 
on the job, then, by all means, give them civil service. 

« # • * 

When one of your public servants talks about being 
fired by the council or chief for not having the proper 
political qualifications, he usually makes it clear he is not 
talking about the present councilmen. Police Chief Floyd 
Howard or Fire Chief John Luxembourger. 

The men have no criticism to make of the way the 
present regime has handled the situation. 

What they fear is the possibility that the coming 
elections will put a different color on the picture. 

“Under the present setup, we are practically obligated 
to get out and work during the campaign—because, if we 
don’t, some of the officials chosen might not like our fail¬ 
ure to support them, and give us walking papers. Or, if 

we support the wrong man, the winner may throw us out.” 

« * « * 

Most common objection expressed to civil service is 
that it supposedly gives a man a “job for life.” 

Not so. This idea is simply a misconception which 
arises from lack of knowledge that any employe can be 
fired upon conviction before a trial board for inefficiency, 
insubordination or misconduct. Any registered voter 
can file the charges. 

Another mistaken idea is that the ordinance sets up 
a pension system. There are pension systems tied up with 
civil service in many places, but the local proposition | 
doesn’t include it. If you doubt us, get a copy of the ordi¬ 
nance and read it. 

• « * • 

Perhaps the council tonight will get the initiative 
petitions signed by more than 10,000 local citizens. 

State law provides that the city dads shall either set 
up the ordinance as requested, or submit the question to 
the people for a vote. 

Only reason for putting it before the people in a spe¬ 
cial election, of course, would bo to learn what the public 
wishes on the matter. 

But this is already clear from the 10,000 names on the 
petitions. Those 10,000 signatures represent the written 
opinion of more than 60 per cent of Santa Ana’s complete 
registration. 

A special election costs hundreds of dollars. Why 

hold one to learn something that we already know? 

« * * * 

Yes, The Journal favors civil service for Santa Ana 
police and firemen. 

We want to see better working conditions for some 70 
highly trained public servants, and the improved service 
and performance which naturally follows.
